Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-6, 8-21 , and 23-27 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art of record fails to teach or fairly suggest specifying which of the one 
or more variable (A,B) are active variables, each of which can have its domain modified 
by at least one process within the sub-process to which the each active variable 
belongs, and which of the one or more variables (A,B) are passive variables, each of 
which has its domain determined within allowable values by domains of the other 
variable or variables in the relationship but not by any process within the sub-process to 
which the each passive variable belongs, as recited in each of independent claims 1, 
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17, and 27, in combination with the remaining features and elements of the claimed 
invention. 

The claims are statutory as they are directed to a practical application of 
controlling a manufacturing design process. Furthermore, claims 1 and 27 recite certain 
hardware elements and thus cannot be considered mere software per se. The 
computer-readable medium of claim 27 is interpreted to be a tangible storage device, 
such as a memory. Support for the "processor" of claim 17 and the "computer-readable 
medium" of claim 27 is considered to be found at least in the disclosed "server" at pg. 7 
lines 6-10 of the specification.
